Mike Reagan Named ‘Image of America’

Mike Reagan was in town 
last Friday night. This quiet, 
unassuming yet energetic 
man might say, “Yea, Yea, 
Rah Rah.” The assumption 
is, and well might be, that 
Reagan was recognized by 
Maranatha High School’s 
Under the Liberty Tree tele¬ 
vision production crew be¬ 
cause he was Ronald Reagan’s 
son. Recipient of the 1982 
“Image of America” award, 
Reagan was chosen from a 
field of 50 candidates from 
the Liberty Tree produced 
interview series. 

Selection criteria for the 


Image award included Ameri¬ 
canism, character and values 
consistent with those of the 
Christian school. In conversa¬ 
tion with Reagan, it becomes 
apparent that this is a prin¬ 
cipled man, a marathon run¬ 
ner, a dedicated family man 
and his own person. 

Does he dare disagree with 
his father, the President? I’ve 
earned the right to publicly 
disagree. I campaigned for 
dad in 35 states giving over 
600 speeches.” Reagan con¬ 
tinued, “Not everyone in the 
family paid their dues. Patty 
hasn’t. Maureen has.” 

What was it like growing 


up in a famous family? “We 
grew up hearing and reading 
about ‘Reagan’s Rebels’. 
People assume if you’re from 
a famous family, everything 
comes easy, you live in a big 
house, never work for any¬ 
thing. It’s hared to put it 
all aside ... 1 would have 
loved to come home to a 
father that was there at night. 
I want my son to know 
that.” 

So, why did he campaign? 
“I thought about my son. 
What would it be like when 
he was my age . . . could 
he buy a house, buy a car, 
so I told people about rny 


dad.” 

Does he have political am¬ 
bitions? “I have thought a 
lot about that, because people 
ask. I’d rather work behind 
the scenes. My family comes 
first.” 

And about family . . . . 
“I’ve never been in a normal 
family. Growing up we were 
taught to do our own thing. 
We were all busy . . . off 
doing our thing. We were 
never taught “Thou shalt not 
go against the Republican 
Party doctrine” .. . Maureen 
was a Republican before dad 
was. Private and public dis¬ 
agreement aren’t the same. 


What family agrees all the 
time?” 

And wistfully, “You don’t 
even know who my mom is.” 
(I assured him Jane Wyman, 
a super lady, had visited our 
town earlier this year.) 

“1 care about youth,” 
Reagan said “When I cam¬ 
paigned, most of my speeches 
were on high school and col¬ 
lege campuses — sometimes 
as many as 10 to 15 a day. 
The Republican party doesn’t 
listen enough to youth. Young 
people have their own ideas 
and important things to say. 
They should be listened to,” 
Reagan continued. “We 


don’t see enough youth in¬ 
volvement. Youth should take 
a stand. They are not respect¬ 
ed for what they know.” 

In accepting the award, 
hand in hand with wife Col¬ 
leen, Reagan commented, 
“People in Washington 
should see that the future of 
the country can be found in 
places like this.” 

Candidates considered 
along with Reagan included 
L.A. Mayor Tom Bradley, 
Senator Bill Richardson, Na¬ 
tional Handicapped Chair¬ 
person Joni Earekson, News 
correspondent Sam Donald¬ 
son.
